Steele Creek 
Presbyterian Chureh 


Mecklenburg County. North Carolina 


Tur freedom-loving, God-fearing 
Scotch-Irish settlers who pushed 
into the Carolina Piedmont in the 
1700’s and settled along Steele 
Creek, probably held their first re- 
ligious service in an oak grove. 
These pioneers were more interested 
in making history than in writing it, 
and they left no written record of 
the early days of Steele Creek 
Church, now the largest rural church 
in the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church, U. S. 

Years later, the Reverend John 
Douglas, who served as pastor from 
1866 to 1879, was annoyed by the 
remark of the North Carolina his- 
torian Foote that “Steele Creek has 
no history,” so he painstakingly 
studied records of New York and 
Philadelphia synods and gave Steele 
Creek a written history. He estab- 
lished the founding date as 1760, 
and learned that in its first few 
years, Steele Creek Church was 
served by men sent out by New 
York and Philadelphia synods. 

In 1767 the Reverend Robert 
Henry was secured as the first resi- 
dent pastor. His labors in the church 
were brief, however, and there fol- 
lowed a time when the congrega- 
tion was without a minister. This 
period included the Revolutionary 
War years, when the men of Steele 
Creek took an active part in the re- 
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bellion against the mother country. 
Robert Irwin and Zaccheus Wilson, 
two of the signers of the Mecklen- 
burg Declaration of Independence 
(May 20, 1775),. were ruling elders 
from Steele Creek. 

Two of the early church buildings 
were destroyed by fire. The fifth and 
present one was erected in 1889, and 
the Sunday school building was 
added in 1923. 

During the years of World War II, 
members raised a fund for the im- 
provement of the church building, 
and in 1950 a complete remodeling 
program was started. In July of 
that year the congregation moved 
out of the church and Sunday school 
buildings into the large, barn-like 
community house on the grounds. 
A temporary pulpit and choir loft 
were erected, and everyone agreed 
that the emergency arrangements 
were not bad at all. On January 7, 
1951, the first service was held in 
the “new” church, and every seat 
was filled. 

All that could be left unchanged 
was untouched in remodeling, for 
tradition and sentiment are strong 
in this church. However, a group of 
windows set in an arch in the center 
front of the building gave way to 
a large door; this and the two origi- 
nal doors flanking it open into a

Childbirth 
Without Fear 


To MOST expectant parents, the 
term “natural childbirth” may mean 
very little, but when they hear that 
there is such a thing as childbirth 
without fear, they want to know all 
about it. And they 
have a right to 
know, for the 
movement is gain- 
ing momentum in 
the medical world, 
and even. those 
doctors who have 
not gone all out 
for it are watching 
its developments 
with keen interest. 

Here are the cardinal principles 
involved in this new idea: 

1. Fear causes tension, tension 
causes ‘spasm, and spasm produces 
contraction of the muscles. 

2. The fear of childbirth which is 
almost universal among civilized 
people causes the muscles running 
round the cervix, or outlet of the 
uterus, to contract, thus causing the 
mother extreme pain when _ the 
larger muscles that are trying to ex- 
pel the baby meet the obstructing 
force of the muscle spasm at the 
outlet. 

3. If, through complete confidence 
in her physician and a thorough un- 
derstanding of what is going to take 
place, the patient can be freed of 
her fear, the conflict between the 
two sets of muscles is relieved, time 
is gained for the tissues to stretch 
sufficiently for the baby’s head to 
emerge, and the pain is decreased. 

4. Confident in the knowledge that 
she can have relief from pain, either 
through pain-deadening drugs or 
complete anesthesia, any time she 
needs it, many a patient finds that 
she is able to go through delivery 
without any such help, preferring 
what she discovers to be an ex- 
ultant experience. 

To the person unfamiliar with the 
theory and practice of so-called 
natural childbirth, all this may 
sound rather improbable, for most 
people are firmly convinced that 
childbirth is too painful. an ex- 
perience to bear without relief. But 
remember that we are talking about 
childbirth without fear, not child- 
birth without pain. Some of the 
contractions are painful, there’s no 
denying it. But when the patient 


Dr. Richardson 
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knows in advance just about how 
long they will last and that she can 
have relief any time she wants it, 
fear of the unknown is eliminated, 
and the elimination of fear lessens 
tension and pain. Another thing 
that makes it all worth while is the 
mother’s knowledge that she is sub- 
jecting her baby to none of the risks 
that always attend the use of anes- 
thesia in obstetrics. 

Patients, and their doctors too, are 
sometimes disturbed over the fact 
that mothers who have been put to 
sleep during labor frequently show 
a disturbing “lag” between the birth 
of the baby and the normal feeling 
of delighted possessiveness. Mothers 
who have been fully conscious dur- 
ing most of their delivery never ex- 
perience this delay in the onset of 
maternal affection. 

A mother who has experienced 
the feeling of exaltation that accom- 
panies natural childbirth welcomes 
the closer association with her baby 
offered by breast feeding. As a 
matter of fact, it is not uncommon 
in such cases for the obstetrician to 
lay the newborn child in his moth- 
er’s arms, and for her to place him 
on the breast immediately. Since 
there is an intimate nerve reaction 
between the breasts and the uterus, 
this is valuable in producing the 
contraction of the uterus that the 
doctor is particularly desirous to 
have take place at this time. Good 
contractions not only hasten the ex- 
pulsion of the placenta, or afterbirth, 
but help to prevent the excessive 
post-delivery bleeding that some- 
times creates a serious problem. 

An interesting feature of the con- 
duct of labor in these cases is the 
recognition given the father. Instead 
of being thrust aside as a laughable 
nuisance, he is permitted to be with 
his wife and to give her the moral 
support she has a right to expect of 
him, up until she enters the delivery 
room, to which surgical asepsis and 
hospital rules may deny him ad- 
mission. How much it must mean 
to husband and wife to be able to 
share this big moment of their mar- 
ried life, it is not difficult to imagine. 

Anyone who is interested in this 
modern approach to obstetrics will 
find a fascinating presentation of 
the subject in a little bock* by Dr. 
Frederick W. Goodrich, Jr., pro- 
fessor of obstetrics at the Yale Uni- 
versity School of Medicine. This is 
a book that doctors can recommend 
to their patients, or that a mother 
might well discuss with her obstetri- 
cian, whether or not they plan to 
carry out the whole program it sets 
forth. Any expectant mother and 
her husband will profit by the book’s 
simple, easily understood explana- 
tions of the progress of a normal 
pregnancy and delivery, for an un- 
derstanding of what is ahead is one 
of the best ways of robbing the 
whole experience of the terrors it 
so often holds for young couples.

FLOWER ARRANGEMENTS FOR

As AN example of both the flower 
arranger’s and the book publisher’s 
art, this is, perhaps, the best of the 
many volumes on the subject that 
have come out in recent years, and 
it fully justifies its rather steep price. 
The text is sound and well written 
and the illustrations (32 pages in 
full color, 64 in black and white) 
are superb. Large page size, attrac- 
tive typography and a good jacket 
design all contribute to making it an 
exceptionally handsome volume. 
Author Marie Johnson Fort, who 
lives in Griffin, Georgia, is nationally 
recognized as both a creator and a 
judge of flower arrangements, but 
she does not have to stand on her 
reputation; the arrangements she has 
designed to illustrate this book are

| ample testimony to her skill. Not one 
of the arrangements sacrifices good 


taste to novelty nor artistic effect to 
hard and fast rules—practices all too 
common among both amateur and 
professional arrangers. 

The chapter headings clearly in- 
dicate the scope of the book: Flower 
Arrangements in the Home, The 
Value and Use of Color, The Jap- 
anese Tradition and Influence, Pe- 
riod Arrangements and Flower 


Shows, Fruit and Vegetables in Ar- 
rangements, Arrangements for Par- 
ties, Dining Tables and Other Occa- 
sions, Church Arrangements and 
Flower Mechanics. Since church ar- 
rangements are covered sketchily, 
if at all, in most books, we think 
you will find Mrs. Fort’s compre- 
hensive chapter on the subject espe- 
cially valuable. It is also worth not- 
ing that, in many instances, Mrs. 
Fort suggests substitute materials, 
so that the arranger who undertakes 
to follow her designs can vary them 
according to the season and the ma- 
terials at hand. 


@N READING some of the all-in- 
clusive how-to books recently pub- 
lished, we have somewhat the same 
reaction as the small boy who said 
in a book report, “This book tells 
me more about penguins than I want 
to know about penguins.” However, 
if you are interested in learning all 
about child care, homemaking, em- 
broidery, entertaining or improv- 
ing your home grounds, you will 
find a wealth of information—most 
of it useful—in the following books: 


The Complete Book of Mothercraft, 
Greystone, $4.95, is a huge volume 
of some 896 pages and over 100 illus- 
trations. It contains articles by 25 
well-known specialists (including 
Ho.ianp’s Dr. Frank Howard Rich- 
ardson) in gynecology, obstetrics, 
pediatrics, psychology, psychiatry 
and education, and deals with every 
phase of child development from con- 
ception through adolescence. The 
material is simply presented, the type 
large and easy to read. This is as 
comprehensive and authoritative a 
book on the subject as you are likely 
to find. 


Mary Thomas’s Dictionary of Em- 
broidery Stitches, Morrow, $3.50. 
This is a reissue of a reference book 
on needlework which has proved its 
worth through the years. In it the 
author describes 305 different stitches 
used in all parts of the world, and 305 
detailed diagrams show just how 
they are worked. Both the expert 
and beginner in embroidery will find 
this book a valuable source of in- 
formation and ideas. 


The American Household Encyclo- 


pedia, by N. H. and S. K. Mager, 
Pocket Books, $2.95. This handy 
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guide to housekeeping and household 
management is made to order for the 
bride—and the experienced home- 
maker will also find much helpful 
information in it. There are sections 
on housekeeping, home decorating 
and repair, gardening, entertaining, 
buying (foods, clothing and equip- 
ment) and related subjects. The 
material is highly condensed but 
clearly presented, and there are over 
1,000 sketches. The washable cover 
simulates an old-fashioned red-and- 
white checked tablecloth 


The Home Owner’s Complete Out- 
door Handbook, by Emanuele Stieri, 
Prentice-Hall, $6.95, offers the handy- 
man detailed, illustrated instructions 
for building such things as terraces, 
driveways, fences, garden pools, out- 
door furniture, children’s play equip- 
ment and outdoor fireplaces; it also 
includes a 245-page gardening section 
and a section on raising rabbits, 
pigeons, chickens and bees for pleas- 
ure or profit. This book is nearly 
600 pages long, lavishly illustrated 
and printed on heavy, glossy paper— 
all of which combine to make it a 
little expensive. 


Successful Entertaining at Home, 
by Carolyn Coggins, Prentice-Hall, 
$4.95. The publisher describes this 
oversized volume as a “complete 
party book, food and drink book, 
and homemaker’s manual all rolled 
into one.” There are party ideas for 
all occasions, all seasons and all ages, 
plus hints on buying china, glass, 
silver and party accessories. Miss 
Coggins’ suggestions show imagina- 
tion, but are practicable and in good 
taste. While her book is for the in- 
experienced hostess, she manages, in 
most instances, to avoid writing down 
to her readers—an all too common 
sin of authors of party books. 


Tue bride who hasn’t already estab- 
lished her reputation as a cook 
might as well resign herself to jokes 
about her first biscuits—unless, of 
course, she is forehanded enough to 
acquire a reliable, standard cook 
book to get her started off right. 
Two such books which have stood 
the test of time have recently been 
completely revised, reset and other- 
wise brought up to date. The New 
Fannie Farmer, Little, Brown, $3.95, 
perhaps better known as “The Bos- 
ton Cooking-School Cook Book,” 
might well be considered a culinary 
bible. This new edition contains 
3,000 popular, tested recipes. The 
New Joy of Cooking, by Irma S. 
Rombauer and Marion Rombauer 
Becker, Bobbs-Merrill, $3.95, is an- 
other household institution. It con- 
tains over 4,000 recipes, including 
all the old favorites and many that 
are new.

They Wouldn’t Change a Thing? 


This house has all the practical features the owners wanted, combined 


so pleasantly that one is more aware of beauty than of efficiency 


ao NE night back in January of 1950, Fred Sumner 
Hanna of Vernon, Texas. placed a solitaire on the 
finger of Emily Jayne Maxon. and for the next few 
weeks the foresighted young couple spent most of 
their time shopping for a site for their future home. 
As soon as they found a lot that suited them, they 
took their housing problem to architectural designer 
E. Gilbert Mason. Unlike many people who are 
building their first home, they had definite ideas 
about what they wanted in a house and they knew 
just how much they could afford to spend. 


Mr. Mason promised to give them what they wanted , 
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—a house that would be economical to build and 
maintain; a house that would be both practical and 
eye-appealing: a house that would be expandable, 
comfortable, livable, and labor-saving. 

He drew up the plans and the Hannas accepted 
them without a quibble. Early in August, when they 
returned from their honeymoon, the house was ready 
for them. 

That Mr. Mason kept his promise is readily evident 
when you see the house. Compact as a ship’s cabin, 
it still achieves a delightful air of spaciousness.

A variety of textures’ are smartly combined in the living room, where the brick fireplace wall and 
the redwood lighting trough above the windows contrast with the high polish of oak flooring. 
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Above—One of the most appealing features of the 
Hannas’ bedroom is the view of the enclosed ter- 
race, seen through the open door. Two windows on 
the terrace side further the indoor-outdoor effect.

Fred and Emily Jayne both love the outdoors, 
so the terrace was made the hub of the whole 
house. Directly accessible to every room except 
the guest room and bath, its 20’ x 30’ area is en- 
closed by an eight-foot fence of vertical redwood 
louvers. Completely screened—even overhead— 
it is free of insects, and the shade afforded by the 
louvers makes it usable for everything from ordi- 
nary living and loafing to cooking, dining, dancing 
and games. 

Nowhere is the promised “eye-appeal” stronger 
than in this outdoor living area. As the sun 
moves, the louvers and roof beams make fasci- 
nating shadow patterns on the dark red concrete 
floor of the terrace, at times giving the effect of 
Chinese fretwork. 

This concrete floor is the same burgundy shade 
as the jaspe linoleum tile of the dining room floor 
just beyond the window wall. It repeats, also, 
the burgundy red of the bricks in the living room 
fireplace and the redwood ceiling trough which 
conceals the indirect lighting fixtures. 

Texture, color and pattern are subtly repeated 
and interwoven throughout the house. The same 
redwood siding which is used for the outside walls 
and the fence is used inside the house to form 
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one wall of the little entrance hall. Here it is 
used horizontally, but just beyond—on the north 
wall of the dining room and kitchen—it is placed 
vertically and sheathes the entire area above the 
built-in buffet and cabinets of natural birch. The 
rich color and soft texture of the wood contrast 
effectively with the sleek look of the custom-made 
birch built-ins and the matching birch dining table 
and chairs. 

Blond wood tones are repeated in the living room, 
where the parquetry floor is made of quarter- 
sawed oak, and in the coat closet which forms the 
other wall of the entrance hall. This closet is built 
entirely of birch, as are the shelves above the 
simple modern sofa in the living room. 

The opaque glass windows above the sofa re- 
quire no curtains, but elsewhere (at all windows 
seen from the street) there are draperies of lime 
green sailcloth. Beautifully tailored, with pinch 
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The kitchen is made to order for entertaining. 
The breakfast bar (foreground), plus generous 
working space adjacent to both range and sink, 


provide sufficient space to serve 


pleats, they hang in soft folds, yet are heavy 
enough to require no lining, thus avoiding the 
wrongside-out appearance that so many windows 
present from the outside. The two easy chairs— 
one covered in a nubby reddish-brown fabric and 
the other in a brown, lime and beige plaid—com- 
bine the basic colors used throughout the living 
area. 

Double doors of select birch give easy access to 
the terrace from living room, kitchen and dining 
room. Fixed glass and steel casement windows 
form the rest of the long west side of the living 
and dining rooms. 

Everything in the kitchen, from the electrical 
appliances to the ample cabinet space, is proof of 
careful planning. An entry, which connects the 
kitchen with the car port, has shallow shelves on 
one wall for canned goods, a generous closet for 
cleaning equipment on the other. This closet, 
placed along the front wall of the kitchen ell, 
eliminates windows on the east, thus cutting down 
the glare of the early morning sun in the kitchen, 
while windows on the north and south give ample 
light. 

A guest bedroom—as yet only temporarily fur- 
nished with Hollywood beds, a pair of Mexican 
leather chairs, and simple pine chests—has a floor 
of the red linoleum tile, curtains of the lime sail- 
cloth, buff walls, and striped denim spreads com- 
bining Delft blue, apricot and lime. 

The master bedroom, which is at the back of 
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the house and opens onto the terrace, has walls 
painted a soft, restful green, a carpet of deeper 
green, and gold linen draperies. The spreads on 
the neat modern beds are of hand-blocked linen, 
and the same fabric covers a small slipper chair. 
A built-in chest (it has shelves for hats and shoes, 
drawers for underwear, sweaters, etc.), plus a 
built-in dressing table in the bathroom, dispenses 
with the need for any furniture in the bedroom 
except the two beds, night table and chair. In 
fact, a minimum of furniture has been used 
throughout the house, yet the effect is anything 
but bare. 

The bathroom is floored with the same bur- 
gundy linoleum tile, and ceramic tile of the same 
color is used on the walls around the tub. The 
other walls are pale yellow, which matches the 
fixtures, and on one of them Fred Hanna has 
demonstrated that he is a cartoonist of no mean 
skill. His sketches of a “Cowboy’s Saturday 
Night” cover the subject from the Saturday-night 
bath in the watering tank to the cowboy courting 
his lady-love while her young brother listens be- 
hind the horsehair sofa. 

The house is centrally heated by a furnace lo- 
cated in a large hall closet that has space for an 
air-conditioning unit to be added later. 

As Mr. Mason promised, the house is comfort- 
able, livable and labor-saving in every way. And 
the Hannas love it. If they had it all to do over, 
they wouldn’t change a thing.

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piece is scarcely for them. But it 
can be done, even if you are not 
among those fortunates who can 
laugh off a bottle of catsup in the 
lap, lemon fizz down the neck, and 
the combined sound effects of Hop- 
along Cassidy, Roy Rogers, Sky 
King, and Space Patrol issuing from 
the back seat for hours at a stretch. 

We—my husband, our two chil- 
dren and I—have traveled a great 
deal by automobile during the past 
three years, especially in the south- 
ern part of the United States. True, 
most of this travel was in the course 
of business, but what it has taught 
us about this travel-children-parent 
triangle is equally applicable to va- 
cation jaunts, whether by air, bus 
or muleback. 

The first, most important, and per- 
haps most difficult step is to adopt 
and maintain the attitude that this 
is an adventure. This is fun. It is a 
new chapter in our family life. And, 
the children are not nuisances. Un- 
less you can sell yourself on that 
last point, you might as well aban- 
don the project right here. Children 
are problems, but they are not nui- 
sances. The strange and pleasant 
fact of the matter is that in your 
efforts to make the experience a re- 
warding one for them, you yourself 
will get more pleasure from it. 

Assuming that you have worked 
yourself into the proper frame of 
mind, let’s consider several rules, 
both physical and_ psychological, 
which will contribute to the success 
of the venture: 


1. Use every technique at your 
command to arouse the children’s 
active interest in the places you go 
and the things you see. 

2. Observe reasonable safety pre- 
cautions. Even in the best of fami- 
lies, it takes some parental vigilance 
to see that car doors are locked, that 
the children do not fall from speed- 
ing trains or wander away in crowds, 
that they do not play with sharp 
toys or instruments while a vehicle 
is in motion, pet strange animals, 
or commit mayhem upon each other 
with empty pop bottles. 

3. Keep children as comfortable, 
well fed, and well slept as possible. 
And this applies to parents as well. 
The weariness occasioned by push- 
ing on to that “next” hostelry before 
stopping, has frayed many a nerve. 
Choose eating places with care. 
Sickness can spoil an _ otherwise 
beautiful excursion. 


Now let’s go back to that impor- 
tant point of arousing the children’s 
interest, for it is the key which un- 
locks the golden gate. 

If you are visiting a place of his- 
torical or geographical significance, 
by all means read up on it before- 
hand. Prior to a trip to Charleston, 
we got books from the public library 
and, as a family, delved into the 
history, architecture and traditions 
of this famous old city. When we ar- 
rived, our “book learning” helped 
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us in locating landmarks, and the 
children were delighted by a sense 
of “recognition” they would not 
otherwise have had. 

You will do well, of course, to 
exercise some selectivity when trav- 
eling with children. For instance, we 
did not try to take in any of the 
night life of New Orleans during 
our stopover there. Rather, we de- 
voted a morning to a stroll through 
the old Latin quarter, which is beau- 
tiful even to a child’s eyes (the 
youngsters were fascinated by the 
French names on the street signs). 
We visited the old bastille where 
Jean Lafitte, the pirate, was im- 
prisoned (this, you may imagine, 
evoked no end of questions and com- 
ment); toured the waterfront, sam- 
pled French doughnuts at a side- 
walk cafe, and drove along wide 
streets, studded with little horse- 
drawn banana carts, to sparkling 
Lake Ponchartrain. All these sights 
and experiences the children were 
able to appreciate, and, seeing them 
through the children’s eyes, my hus- 
band and I enjoyed them as never 
before. 

Nearly every Southern city affords 
something of scenic, political or his- 
torical interest. In Atlanta, the Cy- 
clorama—that huge circular repre- 
sentation of the Battle of Atlanta— 
affords an engrossing spectacle for 
small fry and adults as well. Here, 
too, we spent an absorbing afternoon 
in the state capitol building. Chil- 
dren even like to look at the min- 
eral samples, if you can offer a few 
elementary explanations. Our young 
son’s interest was piqued by a door 
marked, “State Department of High- 
ways”; our little daughter was de- 
lighted with the stuffed animals. We 
read on a plaque that it was here 
that the citizens of Atlanta were 
registered prior to evacuation and 
the complete leveling of the city by 
fire in those destructive days of the 
War Between the States, and we all 
stood for a moment thinking of the 
devastation of this great metropolis. 
With faint surprise, I suddenly dis- 
covered that I was no less impressed 
than the children. 

These are only two examples, but 
our Southern cities are full of fas- 
cinating sights if you only take the 
trouble to look. Museums are won- 
derful places to visit as a family 
group, and zoos, of course, are an 
endless delight to old and young. 

Suppose, though, that you are not 
going to a large city. Then you 
might take advantage of the natural 
beauty along the roadsides to stimu- 
late your children’s appreciation of 
nature. Soon they will be taking 
excited notice of everything from 
the shapes of the mountains to a 
rabbit scampering across the high- 
way; from the blossoms of a desert 
cactus to some struggling petunias 
around a filling station. 

Make the most, too, of the multi- 
tudinous human incidents, the un- 
expected or the amusing, which are 
bound to arise on any trip. Our

HOW TO 
DO YOUR OWN 
RE-CANING

It took time, and the work was sometimes tedious, but | 


transformed my “ugly duckling” into an asset to my living room. 


Toucxep away in attics and storerooms throughout 
the South, there are many dilapidated old cane rockers 
and straight chairs which, with refurbishing, could once 
more lead a useful life and make a handsome addition 
to today’s interiors. But most of the people who do a 
professional job of re-caning put such a fancy price on 
their work that those of us who collect antiques on a 
shoestring simply can’t afford it. That’s why I decided 
to do my own re-caning, and I think my experience 
may encourage you to try your hand at it. 

Re-caning is work, and it’s often tedious, but the 
results more than compensate for the trouble. It took 
me a year of spare-time caning to get two chairs ready 
for our living room, but now we have a pair of maple 
gooseneck rockers which are worth at least $75, and my 
total cash investment was only $22. 

I found these chairs in a rural section of southern 
Georgia. The first one was on the porch of a tenant 
farmer’s house. Its cane was entirely gone. Wood slats 
had been nailed across the bottom, and the back had 
been replaced by some old screen wire. This chair cost 
me $5. The second chair, which had spent the sum- 
mer under a pecan tree and was in even worse con- 
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dition than its mate, cost me only a dollar. It had a 
strip of tin across the back and a wooden bottom. 

Both chairs were in a sad state, but neither was be- 
yond saving. I tore off the slats, screen wire and tin, 
scrubbed the chairs thoroughly with soap and water, 
then sanded off some of the rcugh spots. 

Many antique collectors find great pleasure in restor- 
ing and refinishing old pieces. But, since I have no 
aptitude for carpentry, I decided to have the repairing 
and refinishing done by an experienced man. After 
shopping around, I located an antique refinisher who put 
both chairs in good shape for a reasonable price. (Always 
have the refinishing done before caning, because it is 
almost impossible to work between the holes after the 
cane is in place.) 

To learn caning, I studied a brief outline in a ref- 
erence book and spent a lot of hours under that old 
reliable instructor, Trial-and-Error. Caning is easy, 
once you get the swing of it, but sometimes it takes a 
little ingenuity to solve the problems that the reference 
books don’t mention. 

There wasn’t enough cane left in either of my chairs 
to show the original pattern. But whenever there is, 
it is advisable to study the pattern carefully before 
removing the old cane. Sketch the strand arrangement 
with pencil on paper and note the number of pieces 
of cane entering each hole, their angles, the unused 
holes, and the pattern in general. 

I was able to save a little piece of cane about 4 inches 
square, and this gave me a good idea of the type of 
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pattern I had to work out. This piece I kept handy 
throughout the entire caning operation, and I referred 
to it frequently when I was in doubt about the weaving. 

Few department stores stock cane, but usually you 
can find it in hobby or crafts shops. The cane comes 
in 1,000-foot hanks that cost between $4 and $5. Various 
widths are available, but for chairs, medium-coarse is 
usually best. One hank is enough for two backs and 
one bottom of an average rocking chair. 

Unlike other crafts, caning requires no special tools. 
I kept a small drinking glass sitting beside me while 
I caned. It was my tool kit and contained the instru-

ments I found handiest for the job: an ice pick, about 
20 short pencil stubs, fingernail clippers, tweezers and 
a screwdriver. 

The ice pick—or some similar long, pointed instrument 
—is for cleaning the holes before you begin caning. 
You will usually find that the holes have accumulated 
dust from sanding, or shellac or varnish from refinish- 
ing, or even dirt or remnants of old cane. Be sure the 
holes are completely clean before you thread through 
the first piece of cane. If the holes are particularly 
small, you may find it desirable to enlarge them slightly 
with a reamer or a brace and bit. I did not enlarge 
mine, but I frequently wished I had after I began forc- 
ing the sixth piece of cane through a single opening. 

A screwdriver is recommended by many caners. I 
had one around but rarely used it. Once in a while, if 
I had unusual difficulty pushing a piece of cane through 
a hole, I forced it gently with the screwdriver. 

Once the preliminaries are out of the way, you are 
ready for the fundamentals, which are fairly simple. 
Here they are, step by step: 


Step I. First, soak the cane to make it more pliable. 
Damp cane is easier to work with and isn’t as hard 
on your fingers as dry cane. And the cane will shrink 
slightly as it dries, making a tighter, better job. 

Next, count the number of holes in both the back and 
front of the chair bottom, then determine the middle. 
Take a piece of cane which has been soaked in warm 
water for about ten minutes. Pull this piece of cane 
through the middle hole in the back until about 5 inches 
remains below the seat of the chair. Thread the other 
end—glossy side of cane up—through the middle hole 
in the front of the chair. Work under the frame to 
the next hole in front, then pull the cane through and 
to the corresponding hole in the back. (This is where 
the old pencils come in handy. I took several and 
whittled the ends to fit snugly into the holes. Dowel 
pins would work equally well, of course.) As you 
place a piece of cane in a hole, secure it with a pencil 
stub or dowel pin to keep it from slipping as you 
weave it. Follow this procedure continuously until all 
holes, except the corner ones, have been filled. 
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Secure the cane with pencil stubs to 
keep it from slipping as you weave it. 


Frequently there will be fewer holes in the back of 
a chair bottom than there are in the front. In this 
case, after filling the holes in back, pull the cane through 
the remaining front holes and carry it to the holes on 
the side of the frame which most nearly let the cane 
parallel that which runs to the back holes. Leave the 
corners free at all times. 

Always select pieces of cane sufficiently long to ex- 
tend across the entire open area. There must be no 
knots in the seat or back. You can tie pieces under 
the frame unobtrusively and more securely. Watch 
the “joints” of the cane also, and avoid using them 
when possible, for they are the weakest portion of the 
material. You will notice tiny tags along the outside 
of the cane. Pull these off, then weave in the direction 
of the tags so they won’t rough up again. 


Step 2. This step is the same as Step 1, except you 
are supplying cane for the side holes. The cane runs 
horizontally and lies on top of that in Step 1. 


Step 3. Repeat Step 1, with this second vertical layer 
of cane lying on top of the horizontal cane of Step 2. 





Weave the second horizontal strip of cane 
over and under the two vertical layers. 


Step 4. This is your first step in weaving. The cane 
is handled in horizontal fashion as in Step 2, but since 
you now have two vertical strips, this second horizontal

strip must go over one vertical and under the next. 
Because these strips are lying one on top of the other, 
it frequently is necessary to separate them slightly with 
one hand while threading the second horizontal piece 
of cane through. 


After experimenting, | found that the most com- 
fortable way to re-cane the back of the chair was 
to sit on the floor with the work lying across 
my lap and the rockers propped against the wall. 


Step 5. Start at the left-hand corner of the back 
of the chair, using the hole next to the corner hole, and 
begin your diagonal weave. Place all strands over the 
horizontal strips and under the vertical ones. Here, 
again, you are likely to find that there is not an equal 
number of holes on opposite sides. 


With the fifth layer of cane, you begin weav- 
ing diagonally. Place these strands over the 
horizontal strips and under the vertical ones. 


Work always to keep cane parallel with other cane 
used in a particular step, and use your own judgment 
in filling each hole. At times you might deem it de- 
sirable to let two strands of cane thread through one 
hole, if it produces a more symmetrical design. Should 
you have difficulty pulling the cane through some of 
these holes, tweezers or small pliers are a great help. 


Step 6. This is another diagonal weave. It is the 
same as Step 5 except that the cane is placed at right 
angles to that of Step 5. And this time you go under 
the horizontal pairs and over the vertical.

Step 8. Brush the cane with clear shellac or a similar 
coating after you finish weaving. This protects it and 
increases its resistance to stretching. Shellac also gives 
a slick surface that is less likely to get dirty. 


Don’t be disappointed if the caning works up slowly 
after Step 3. I spent 50 hours on my first chair, but 
the fun of rediscovering this almost-lost art made up 
for the overtime.

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vestibule. The wainscoting and 
choir loft are of walnut paneling, 
so the old ceiling beams received 
a coat of walnut-toned paint. The 
plastered walls were painted gray. 

The community house, which was 
built in 1926, came in for its share 
of remodeling. A chapel, seating 
100, was built across the front of 
the house, a Sunday school room and 
a kitchen across the back. 

The Reverend Watt Martin Coop- 
er, Steele Creek’s twentieth pastor, 
has served the church since 1949. 
Under his leadership Steele Creek 
has made progress toward more 
effective organization and has added 


many new members. 


The women of the Steele Creek 
church have played a prominent part 
in its growth. The first women’s or- 
ganization was formed in 1880 and 
was known as The Ladies Benevo- 
lent Aid Society. Mr. J. J. Price 
was chaplain, as women did not 
pray in public at that time. April 4, 
1888, was a milestone in the history 
of the women of Steele Creek 
Church, for on that day Miss Maggie 
Whiteside was persuaded to offer a 
prayer in the meeting. (Miss Maggie 
is still an active member, although 
she was 94 last September 8.) 

There is also a bit of information 


| on good authority that a Steele 


Creek Female Book Society was or- 


| ganized as early as 1821 with a mem- 
| bership of 104 and a library of 116 


volumes. This was not a church 
project, but the women were mem- 
bers of the church and went there 
for their meetings. 

Steele Creek women are still well 
organized and active. They partici- 
pate in the activities and studies sug- 
gested by the Board of Women’s 
Work, and often undertake projects 
that are entirely their own. 

An interesting part of this church 
is its cemetery. One grave has no 


| name or date. Tradition has it that 
| this is the grave of an unknown trav- 
| eler who was thrown from his horse 
| against a tree and killed, and was 


the first person to be buried at 
Steele Creek. The first marked grave 
is dated 1763. The earliest markers 
simply carry name and date of birth 
and death, while later tombs carry 
long, detailed accounts of the life 
of the deceased. Here are buried at 
least a score of Revolutionary War 
soldiers and the majority of the 240 
from this section who entered the 


| Confederate Army.

that one session with the stove takes care of two dinners

SQ rEING double can be an advantage when you're 
planning hot-weather menus, for it cuts in half your 
time in the kitchen, yet gives your family the hot main 
dishes that are essential to well-balanced meals. All you 
have to do is cook a double quantity of meat and one 
vegetable and serve half of it today. Then tomorrow— 
or even the day after—serve the rest of it in a different 
guise. The second day there is no cooking involved; it’s 
simply a matter of combining foods and heating them. 
The following are skeleton menus; just add a vegetable 
and/or salad, bread and dessert to complete the meal. 
First Day 
Por Roast or BEEF MASHED POTATOES 

Prepare a 3- to 6-pound beef roast for dinner the first 
day. (The weight, of course, depends on the size of your 
family and the cut you choose.) Cook and mash double 
the amount of potatoes you need for one meal. 
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Second Day 


INDIVIDUAL BEEF PIES PoTaTo PATTIES 


To make the pies, cube the leftover roast and mix 
with freshly cooked or leftover vegetables (onions, car- 
rots, celery, peas) and leftover gravy; season to taste 
and top with pastry. Bake until crust is brown. 

To make the patties, mash potatoes thoroughly with 
a fork and add 1 beaten egg and 3 tablespoons flour for 
each 112 cups of potatoes. Season to taste. Shape into 
patties, dust with flour and brown in hot fat. 


Second-Day Variations 


Broiled Beef Slices: Slice the roast and spread lightly 
with chili sauce, prepared mustard or seasoned sour 
cream. Broil slowly until hot and bubbling.

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FOR THE SOUTHEAST 


Ir you have any rambler roses 
(climbers that bloom in clusters) 
prune them as soon as they finish 
blooming. Remove all old wood 
down to the ground, leaving only the 
fresh, new canes. These new canes 
will furnish the flowers for next 
spring. 


Pitenty of both animal and plant 
life will go a long way toward keep- 
ing water in your pools clear, and 
it is not too late to stock pools if 
they need it. 


Ir THE weather turns dry, slow down 
applications of fungicides, especially 
on the roses. Applications every 15 
or 20 days are sufficient during dry 
weather, but when the showers 
come, resume your regular schedule. 


Don’t lay aside the seeds of your 
irises and day lilies and let them 
dry out. The longer you hold them 
out of the ground before planting, 
the poorer the germination will be. 
Plant the seeds immediately after 
they are gathered. 


Ir porNsETTIAs growing outdoors 
seem to be getting too tall, now is 
a good time to cut them back. You 
can prune them to 18 to 20 inches. 
Pot-grown plants can be pruned 
down to 4 or 5 inches. 


Many nurseries specialize in con- 
tainer-grown plants such as bud- 
dleias, cestrum, duranta, hibiscus, 
justicia and plumbago, which may 
be transplanted from the containers 
this month. This container-grown 
material will produce a good effect 
in a short time and is fine for trans- 
forming bare spots.

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DEN SUGGESTIONS 


Survuss, like other forms of plant 
life, must have adequate food in or- 
der to thrive. If you failed to feed 
yours earlier, it is certainly not too 
late. A liberal spread of animal ma- 
nure, or about 4 pounds of commer- 
cial plant food to each 100 square 
feet of bed, will give them a new 
lease on life. For large, individual 
shrubs a teacupful of commercial 
food is not too much. 


FOR THE UPPER SOUTH 


Porson ivy has proved too tough for 
the 2,4-D weed killers which do such 
a good job ridding lawns of broad- 
leaved weeds. But it succumbs to 
brush killers containing 2,4-D com- 
bined with the newer, more power- 
ful 2,4,5-T. Now, while the ivy is in 
lush growth, is a good time to spray 
it with one of these killers. They’re 
selective in action and do not per- 
manently injure most grasses. 


Cucumserrs planted beside a wire 
fence will climb, occupying a frac- 
tion of the space they take on the 
ground. Sweet corn planted in 
blocks of three or more short rows 
gets better pollination than corn 
grown in one long row, hence pro- 
duces better ears with full rows of

kernels. Tomato and pepper seeds 
planted now, directly in well-pre- 
pared ground, give good crops for 
late summer. Drop 4 or 5 seeds 
where you want each plant, cover 
%-inch deep and thin later to 1 
husky seedling. 


Atmost any dead and dry vegeta- 
tion you may have saved up—leaves, 
straw, cornstalks, cobs, weeds (cut 
before seeds mature), twiggy trim- 
mings from trees and hedge prun- 
ings—will run through a hammer 
mill to make wonderful mulch ma- 
terial for use around roses, dahlias, 
day lilies, glads, mums and the like. 
In most of the upper South, any 
dairyman or stock owner can put 
you in touch with operators of truck- 
mounted hammer mills who do on- 
the-spot custom grinding for a rea- 
sonable fee. Have the operator use 
a coarse screen in his mill. Mulches 
ground too fine will pack and cake. 


Tuserous begonias, gloxinias and 
quaint little achimenes like sum- 
mer shade in our part of the coun- 
try. The first two also need shelter 
from wind, as their brittle stems 
break easily. They’re all alike in 
their need for a loose-textured soil 
made up largely of leaf mold or peat 
moss and kept constantly moist. In 
watering, avoid wetting leaves of 
gloxinias and achimenes; it may 
cause spotting. 


FOR THE SOUTHWEST 


FLormunpa roses will bloom all 
summer if you will snip the flower 
clusters as soon as they fade. Water 
the plants well every 10 days, and 
watch for red spiders.

WINNING ROSES FOR YOUR GARDEN 


All-America honors for 1953 go to the hybrid tea, Chrysler 


Imperial, and the floribunda, Ma Perkins

ATER two years of exhaustive tests in twenty 
gardens, two spectacular new roses, Chrysler Imperial 
and Ma Perkins, have emerged as the All-America 
Rose Selections for 1953. The A.A.R.S. awards, now 
in their fourteenth year, are the highest honor that 
can come to a new rose. The annual awards are made 
on the basis of records compiled by impartial judges 
who observe the roses under actual growing conditions 
during a two-year test period and score them accord- 
ing to an exacting point system. 

The test gardens, or proving grounds, are located 
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in public parks, private gardens, university campuses 
and recognized nurseries in all sections of the country, 
so that the records will show how each plant responds 
to varying climatic and soil conditions. 

The two current winners were placed under test in 
1950 along with thousands of other new varieties, but 
only these two rated high enough to merit an award. 


Chrysler Imperial is a crimson-red hybrid tea 
that makes an ideal exhibition rose. It is a true

scendant of Mirandy and Charlotte 
Armstrong, both All-America win- 
ners of other years. 

It produces an abundance of ex- 
ceptionally large, high-centered 
blossoms, many measuring from 42 
to 5 inches across. They are borne 
singly on medium-long, sturdy 
stems, making the flowers ideal for 
arrangements of average height. 
The flowers are well formed, have 
from 40 to 50 petals, and keep re- 
markably well, lasting a full week 
when cut. 

The buds are long and unfold 
slowly, even in adverse weather. 
The broad petals overlap in a neat, 
symmetrical arrangement. 

In growth, Chrysler Imperial is 
among the most compact of the hy- 
brid teas, branching low and heavily. 
The dark green, leathery foliage 
holds on well down to the ground 
and gives the plant a strong resem- 
blance to the old dooryard roses. 
In many respects the plant looks 
more like a handsome shrub than 
a rose bush. To most gardeners this 
characteristic is of considerable im- 
portance, as the average hybrid tea 
rose tends to lose much of its foliage, 
and the plant is not an especially 
lovely thing except when in vigor- 
ous growth and bloom. 

The color of Chrysler Imperial is 
most unusual. The broad, even 
petals have a vivid crimson coloring, 
enhanced by. darker overtones of 
oxblood. The color lasts throughout 
the life of the flowers. 

This rose is not only the only hy- 
brid tea to meet the A.A.R.S. re- 
quirements for 1953, but is the only 
rose ever to receive a unanimous 
vote of the A.A.R.S. judges—a dis- 
tinction indeed. It originated in Cali- 
fornia, in a climate little different 
from that of our own part of the 
country, so it should prove highly 
satisfactory in gardens in the South 
and Southwest. 


Ma Perkins, the other A.A.RS. 
winner, is a floribunda with a sweet- 
ly pungent fragrance that is both 
rich and unusual. Like Chrysler Im- 
perial, it has an impressive pedigree, 
being a direct descendant of Red 
Radiance and Fashion. Certainly no 
modern rose has greater stamina and 
endurance than the Radiances, and 
few, if any, have more spectacular 
beauty than Fashion, introduced a 
few years ago. 

The buds are a translucent light- 
Fashion color with shades of red in 
the outer petals. A suffusion of yel- 


older, the predominant color is a 
soft coral pink. 

The plants of Ma Perkins are vig- 
orous, attaining a height of 2% to 3 
feet, and their growth is compact. 
The leaves are a rich green and are 
produced in sufficient abundance to 
cover the plant from near the ground 
to the very top. The flowers are cup- 
shaped and appear both singly and 
in clusters throughout the season. 

This new rose appears to be quite 
resistant to disease and pests of all 
kinds, and will thrive in a variety 
of locations. It can be used effec- 
tively in a foundation or base plant- 
ing, and in borders, mass beds or 
hedges. Floribunda roses are grow- 
ing in popularity every year, as 
many gardeners are just awakening 
to their full value and versatility. 
For small-to-medium arrangements 
and corsages, they are more suitable 
than the hybrid teas; for mass bed- 
ding, they provide an abundance of 
color over a long season; in the shrub 
borders and even in the foundation 
planting, they give just the right 
amount of color. And another strong 
point in their favor is that, with a 
minimum of attention, they will 
bloom from March to December. 


Plants of these two new roses 
grown in our plots on limited test 
during the current season have, so 
far, met every expectation. Both are 
charming roses of good habits, and 
both will no doubt do credit to their 
distinguished parents. 

And now for a tip on buying: 
Present indications are that stock 
will be sufficient to meet normal de- 
mands, but no one can predict the 
weather and a severe winter could 
result in shortages. If you want to 
be sure to have these magnificent 
new roses in your garden next sea- 
son, place your order this fall. It is 
possible that those who wait till 
next spring may be disappointed. 
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“We want to rent to some nice 
people who like dahlias.”

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Tue annual meeting of the National Council of State Garden Clubs 
held at Biloxi, Mississippi, in the spring drew 800 visitors from 40 
states—said to be the largest such group ever convened.

The seeds are so small that gardeners have experienced some diffi- 
culty in getting an even distribution, but now a west coast seeds- 
man is distributing coated seed called Kolorcoat Dichondra, that 
are sixteen times the original size. This new form makes the job 
of planting easier and more economical. 


Yov will not find it listed in many catalogs yet, but a new honey- 
suckle, Lonicera zabelia, is by far the most charming honeysuckle 
I have ever seen. The entire flower is a deep, rosy pink. I have 
been growing it on test for a friend, who tells me that it came from 
China. Don’t ask me where to find it yet, but if you happen to 
run across it, be sure to get a plant. 


Ir you have ever been driven to exasperation: by having the rain 
wash off fungicidal sprays and dusts as soon as you applied them, 
you will welcome a “weatherized” product, available in both dust 
and spray form, that is being marketed by a midwest gardener. 
The product contains a latex derivative that is said to hold the 
chemicals through heavy winds and rains. 


Tue National Rose Show (September 19 and 20) will be held at 
Hershey, Pennsylvania, home of the largest privately owned rose 
gardens in America, where more than 38,000 plants of over 850 
varieties are on display. Although privately owned, these magnifi- 
cent gardens are open to the public at all times without charge. 


Ir you have trouble with crab grass in your lawn, you'll be in- 
terested in the California Experiment Service’s announcement that 
there are now on the market several preparations containing PMAS 
that will control crab grass. It is considered wise to apply the sprays 
to the seedlings in the spring or early summer, and to spray during 
the cooler part of the day to avoid lawn damage. 


Whuen we wanted a burst of bloom from the pink rain lilies 
(Zephyranthes rosea) during last summer’s drouth, we merely 
soaked the bed with water from the hose. In three days the pink 
buds would begin to show. 


Last season, in a campaign to make Commerce, Texas, “The City 
of Flowering Crab Apples,” the local garden club sold the towns- 
people more than 400 trees, at cost. Mrs. T. T. Broun, president of 
the club, gives credit for the project to Mrs. Kent Stivers. 

Using one particular flowering plant in sufficient quantity to make 
an impressive display is one of the most practical means of beauti- 
fying a community. The ladies of Commerce are to be congratulated 
on their venture.

W HILE garden flowers as a whole are quite tolerant, 
there are several that definitely prefer a sunny location, 
and there are a few that absolutely demand full sun during 
the greater part of the day—if they don’t get it, they will 
bloom only sparingly, if at all. 


These sun-loving species are choosy about neighbors as 
well as location and resent shading by weeds or other plants. 
Most of them also require good drainage; shade, which tends 
to hold moisture and keep the soil from drying out during 
the rainy seasons, invariably causes the root systems of the 
plants to decay. 

The Shasta daisies, in particular, will bear close watcaing 
during wet weather. A few weeks of shading during a rainy 
period in summer and the entire root system of the plants 
will rot. If you want to carry your daisies over from year to 
year, cut them back as soon as (Continued on page 48)

One of the most common misconceptions in connection 
with modern gardening is the prevailing belief that it is ex- 
ceptionally difficult to maintain a good garden in a shady 
location. It is all a matter of selecting the right plant ma- 
terial. With the proper plants, it may be even easier to 
make an attractive garden in shade than in full sun. And 
your selection is wide, for there are many plants that resent 
having the sun beat them in the face during our long sum- 
mer days; just give them a shady spot and they will grow and 
bloom to perfection. Shaded gardens usually require much 
less watering during the dry seasons and less cultural attention 
generally. 

Most shade-loving plants produce much better foliage 
than those grown in sun. The leaves are usually larger, more 
glossy, and of a better color. Plants that are tolerant of both 
sun and shade usually produce (Continued on page 49)

they have finished blooming and 
clear the beds of all weeds so that 
the sun can get down to the roots. 

This business of keeping the beds 
thoroughly clean and open to the sun 
after the blooming season is past, 
applies to the bearded irises also. 
While they may not decay as quickly 
as the daisies, they do need sun at 
their roots and any prolonged shad- 
ing which holds moisture at the 
crowns will cause rot. 

Most garden plants like a mulch 
of some kind at their roots, and a few 
will not thrive without it, but the 
species that require sun at their 
roots are exceptions. Never mulch 
daisies and bearded irises. 

There are some plants that require 
full sun, but at the same time do 
like a mulch or a carpet of small- 


height, cornflowers, dimorphotheca, 
calliopsis and gaillardia are good 
material. 

In addition to the Shasta daisies 
and bearded irises previously men- 
tioned, there are a number of peren- 
nials that relish a full day’s sun 
throughout the summer months. 
Among them are the different forms 
of achillea, anthemis, asclepias, dian- 
thus, doronicum, gypsophila, gail- 
lardia, helianthus, lychnis, opuntia, 
poppies, rudbeckia and yucca. 

Asclepias tuberosa is the butterfly- 
flower once seen in abundance along 
many Southern roads. But due to 
vandalism it is now so scarce that 
you may have to leave the main 
highways to find it growing wild. 
Its flaming flower heads, which begin 
opening in May, last for weeks. Many 
nurseries are now listing this desir- 
able perennial. It is an easy plant 
to grow—just give it a sunny spot 
and leave it alone. 

Callirhoe is another native that has

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and such tall-growing plants as cos- 
mos, dahlias, tithonias and sunflow- 
ers. Plant them in full sun, then give 
them a light mulch of straw, lawn 
clippings, old hay, peat or leaf mold. 

Of the sun-loving annuals, one of 
the dependable is periwinkle. It is 
an old, old flower that is now enjoy- 
ing a revival of popularity, especially 
in the Southwest. It is a persistent 
long-season bloomer, and makes a 
pleasing bed or border. Last summer, 
while passing through a small South- 
ern town, we saw a narrow bed of 
periwinkles located along the south 
side of a brick building. This bed— 
no more than 10 inches wide—con- 
tained the only soil between the wall 
and the street pavement, and the re- 
flected heat was intense, but the 
plants were blooming and seemed 
perfectly contented. 

Portulaca is another sun-loving an- 
nual, and if you are inclined to dis- 
miss it as unfashionable and out of 
date, you should see the interesting 
new forms and colors. The double 
forms are especially lovely. Por- 
tulaca is good material for edgings 
and borders, and it blooms all sum- 
mer long. If you want a low-growing 
plant that will hold up during the 
most trying summer weather, you 
can hardly beat it. 

Other low-growing sun-lovers in- 
clude eschscholtzia, mesembryanthe- 
mum, nasturtium, annual phlox and 
sanvitalia. The nasturtium not only 
likes a sunny spot, but is one of the 
few flowers that actually does better 
in a comparatively poor soil. In 
highly fertile soil it will grow lux- 
uriantly. but will bloom only spar- 
ingly. For sunny beds of medium 


The bright, rose-colored, single flow- 
ers are about an inch across and 
charming enough to arrest the at- 
tention of any passerby. It is an ideal 
woodland plant. 

While yucca will tolerate some 
shade, it does well in the hottest, 
driest spot in the garden, and its 
great heads of white flowers add in- 
terest to any planting. The red yucca 
(Hesperaloe parviflora) is a very un- 
usual plant listed by some nurseries 
in the Southwest. The foliage is 
sparse, but the coral-red, yucca-like 
flowers are exceptionally interesting. 

Most of the annual and perennial 
vines need a sunny location for good 
bloom. The large-flowering clematis 
is one of those that likes a sunny 
spot but prefers to have low-growing 
plants or a mulch about its roots.

larger and better blossoms in shade, 


although the blossoms may be fewer 
in number. 

The too-frequently neglected areas 
under large trees and on the north 
sides of buildings are ideal for grow- 
ing a number of delightful plants 
that you could not hope to grow in 
full sun. 

There is one thing that you must 
keep in mind, however, in making a 
garden under trees, and that is the 
quantity of food and water that 
large trees take from the soil. It 
has been estimated that the roots 
of large trees take up approximately 
three-fourths of the plant food and 
moisture from the areas under the 
spread of their branches. Such areas 
must be generously enriched and 
well watered if they are to provide 
enough food and moisture for both 
trees and flowers. 

Among the small-growing, shade- 
loving annuals, the alyssums are es- 
pecially important. In the medium- 
height group, snapdragons, asters, 
clarkia, cynoglossum, forget-me-nots, 
godetia, impatiens, nicotiana, schi- 
zanthus and sweet sultan are out- 
standing. Schizanthus is an old, 
lovely, but infrequently planted an- 
nual that thrives in the shade, and 
the flowers, which practically cover 
the well-grown plant, are available 
in several colors. 

Clarkia is another excellent annual 
that no longer receives the attention 
it merits. A native of the Northwest, 
it was named for its discoverer, Capt. 
William Clark of the famous Lewis 
and Clark Expedition. The flowers 
are single and double, and colors 
range through rose, lilac and light 
pink to white. It does best in the 
cooler sections of the upper South. 

Practically all the biennial flowers 
are shade-tolerant, and some are defi- 
nitely shade-loving. English daisies 
and pansies, for example, will grow 
and bloom in full sun, but when 
given a shady location, the plants are 
larger, the blossoms of better quality, 
and the flowering season longer. 
Others in this group include fox- 
gloves, Canterbury bells, linaria, Ice- 
land poppies, primroses, Sweet Wil- 
liam and verbascum. 

Some of the shade-loving peren- 
nials are among our loveliest flowers. 
For edgings, the ground-clinging 
ajuga, with its purplish-blue flowers, 
is lovely in spring. This little peren- 
nial is sometimes used as a ground 
cover under trees, and makes a de- 
lightful showing in such situations. 
Another low-growing, shade-loving 
blue is Phlox divaricata. It opens in 
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very early spring, and is a fine com- 
panion plant for the early hemero- 
callis. Lily-of-the-valley is another 
good low-grower, as are dwarf veron- 
ica, dwarf sedums and violets. 

Among the medium-growing per- 
ennials for shady spots are aconitum, 
eupatorium, hosta, hypericum, kni- 
phofia, lobelia, lychnis, monarda, 
physostegia, rudbeckia, rosemallow, 
veronica, Virginia bluebell (for the 
upper South) and columbine. The 
hostas .are attractive plants with 
dense mounds of foliage which make 
them ideal for borders. The white 
or lilac-blue flowers add to their at- 
tractiveness. 

Monarda, a member of the shade- 
loving mint family, is one of the 
easiest of all flowers to grow. It 
grows as high as three feet, and is 
excellent for large beds and borders. 
If you do not like the lilac-colored 
physostegia, try one of the newer 
colors found in the catalogs. They 
seem to have all the vigor of the old 
varieties, plus a much better color. 

There are several forms of veronica 
that are well worth consideration for 
shady locations. Veronica repens, 
which is really a creeper, has a 
mat of green leaves and blue flowers. 
It makes a nice little plant for use 
as an edging and it is superb when 
grown in a rock garden. Veronica 
virginica, which has white flowers, 
sometimes attains a height of 3 feet 
or more, and there are also several 
veronicas of medium height. 

Eupatorium, which is an easily 
grown perennial, provides an effec- 
tive contrast with yellow and lemon 
marigolds or late yellow zinnias. It 
will grow well in either sun or shade. 
If you have a very large bed or a 
bit of woodland, try eupatorium and 
goldenrod. This will give you a blue- 
gold combination that will last 
throughout many weeks in late sum- 
mer and fall. 

Few flowers are more tolerant than 
the day lily (Hemerocallis). It will 
grow in almost any type of soil, and 
will bloom well in full sun or in 
shade, but the flowers of many day 
lilies last longer in shade. 

The sedums are good plants for 
shady places. There are a number 
of varieties, running from the little 
Sedum stoloniferum, which is prac- 
tically prostrate, to the rosy-red 
Sedum spectabile, which may reach 
two feet. The smaller kinds are fine 
in rock plantings and on terraces, 
while the taller-growing types are 
appropriate for the perennial beds 
and borders. 

No one who has a shady garden 
should overlook the ferns. Give them 
a deep rich soil with lots of humus 
(leaf-mold is fine) and plenty of 
water, and they’ll convert any shady 
nook into an appealing spot.
